LOS COYOTES BAKCHO. 
H istorical Nutt d ro u g h t In the 
N uprrior C ourt. 
A complaiut reciting quite an interest­ 
ing hit of history of some of the well 
known ranchoe near this city was filed in 
the Superior Court yesterday, and what 
made it more remarkable was the fact 
that there were twenty-nine plaintiffs and 
448 defendants. The plaintiffs, the heirs 
of Juan Jose Nieto, who died in 1850, 
claim the title to the Los Coyotes rancho, 
which at one time was the propel ty of 
said Juan Jose Nieto, the son of Manuel 
Nieto, to whom Pedro Pages, the Gover­ 
nor of California under the Spanish rule 
in 1784, granted thirty-four large Mexi­ 
can square leagues of land, embracing the 
Coyotee, Gertrudes, Las Bolsa*, Cerrito*, 
Alamitos and Palo Verde ranchos. The 
complaint sets forth that when Manuel 
Nieto died in 1832 he left no will, aud in 
1833 a petition was presented to Jose 
Figueroa, the Governor of Upper Cali­ 
fornia, for the division of the estate, Juan 
Jose Nieto asking for his part Los 
Coyotes, Alamitos and Palo Alto ranchos. 
Instead of these he only received a grant 
to Loe Coyotes, but he still claimed the 
other ranchos. In 1839 Juan Jose Nieto 
deeded Ix» Coyotes to Bautista Landry 
for $1,400 in goods, 100 head of cattle at 
$400 and $200 in silver, a total of $2,000. 
But his heirs claim that he never re­ 
ceived but one-half of the payment. 
The history of the different changes in 
ownership of Los Coyotes rancho is given 
by the complaint until it is found at 
present in tbe hands of the defendants, 
whom the plaintiffs sue for about one- 
tenth part of the land basing their 
claims on papers recently discovered.

He was 
called at about 11 o'clock in the morning 
and fonnd Mrs. De Puy dead. She evi­ 
dently had been dead for some hours, 
and had died peacefully. "In my opin­ 
ion," Baid the Doctor, "she had taken 
some narcotic poison with the deliberate 
intention of killing herself.” 
w. COLBY 
Testified that his wife told him about 11 
o'clock that Mrs. De Puy was dead. “ I 
went to the house and found it to be 
true.” In answer to the Coroner, Mr. 
Colby stated that Mrs. De Puy was often 
despondent because of her husband's 
dissipated habits. Mr.- Colby produced 
a note which the dead woman had in­ 
dited him. It read as follows: 
"My sister and sister-in-law's addre.-s 
uj on these two letters. Tell Mr. Colby to 
tvke the ring on tbe ribbon (it was tied 
about her neck) and open the locked 
drawer in my desk and take charge of 
tbe package addressed to him ." 
Another note left by tbe unhappy wo­ 
man said: 
"Theo. (her husband > take care of this, 
your « etch and mine are here; this con­ 
tract is worth something to you.” 
The contract was an agreement be­ 
tween C. W. Harvey and Mrs. Sara It. 
De 1‘ny, for the conveyance to the latter 
of lot 20, block 7, in the John M. Thomas 
Ranche. 
This ended the direct testimony, and 
the jury, after a few minutes delibera­ 
tion, returned a verdict that the deceased 
came to her death from "an over dote of 
poison taken by herself with intent to 
commit suicide, while laboring under 
great mental depression.” 
The examination of witnesses also 
brought out the fact that on Monday 
Mrs. De Pay received a letter from home 
announcing the sad news of the deatli of 
her father; bnt worse of all it was shown 
that the Judge was on one of his "per­ 
iodicals” and had returned to his home 
after an absence of days to find his faith­ 
ful and long enduring wife dead. It was 
aleo shown that Mrs. De Puy was not 
addicted to the use of narcotics. 
Judge DePuy, after leaving his dead 
wife, went to the Hammam baths and 
through drink and remorse became 
insane of conduct. His friends had 
him conveyed to the County Jail, and 
when visited bv a H e ra ld reporter was 
pacing np and down the corridor ex­ 
claiming: “ Itwaa my fault; it was my 
fault." 
But the strangest part of the pitiable 
story is that the Coroner would throw no 
light apon the cause of the suicide. 
The letters addressed to the sister and 
sister-in-law he opened and read. To 
the membors of the press he stated that 
they were too sensational to be pub­ 
lished—too rough upon the living. 
When pressed to let the public 
know something of the mystery which 
snrToonded the untimely taking off of the 
life of an estimable woman, he peremp­ 
torily refused to even outline the tenor of 
the telltale missives. It needed but the 
red garb to transform a public office into 
an Inquisition. The mnte lips of the 
dead woman will never tell the history, 
and the public will wait and wonder for 
the unfolding.

The Rniuors Prove to be G reatly 
Exaggerated—Placer Claim s 
a t Castaea. 


During the past few weeks rumors have 
been circulated about the city that rich 
placer minee had been struck in Use 
vicinity of tbe Sierra and Tejón ranchos, 
and witli a view to investigating the 
matter a Hkkai.i> reporter was des­ 
patched to the points indicated, on Hat- 
urday last. 
The scribe arrived at 
Lancaster, in tbe Antelope Valley, about 
midnight, and at daybreak next morn 
was spinning away behind a fast team 
driven by that most jtopular of valley 
"w hips," Mr. Clayton Gillebrand, and 
cracking jokes with Mr. Sheridan of the 
Tribune, who was boun«l on a similar 
errand. The wind was blowing a hurri­ 
cane at the start but it slacked up con­ 
siderably as the day wore on, and, token 
altogether, the weather experienced may 
be described as very pleasant. Mayn­ 
ard’s was reached about 0 o’clock, and 
after a rest o( a few minutes, the scribe 
found himself being driven into the low 
buttes which liouna the western end oC 
the great Antelope valley. Cow Springs, 
a pleasant camping-place with willow 
trees, casting an inviting shade to tbe 
weary traveler, next hove in view, and 
here a pause was made to quaff the pure, 
cold, limpid stream which came bubbling 
up from its earthen reservoir and went 
gaily dancing down to the thirsty soil 
that encompassed it about. It was late 
in the evening ere the cafion was sighted 
in which is situated tbe Liebre ranch 
house, and after a drive up a prettily 
located defile the barking of two large 
dogs brought a number of Mexicans 
to the scene, and tbo scribe re­ 
ceived a welcome which betokened 
well for his after-treatment. As good 
lnck would have it, Mr. H. M. Pogson, 
General Beale’s major-domo, was shoot 
the ranch, and he extended a cordial 
welcome to his visitors, who were soon 
seated with their legs under a tatito 
which was covered with tempting vianda 
of profuse variety. The subject of the 
mines was brought np daring this repast, 
and Mr. Pogson proved to be quite an 
authority on the matter. He said that it 
had long boon known that silver existed 
in the monntoins; in fact, several nlalma 
had been operated for many years, some 
of them, however, paying very heavy 
dividends to their proprietors. Aa for 
the placer diggings, he said that none of 
any importance had beet} found on thw 
ranch, though it was quite evident 
that gold existed in more or toaa 
quantities throughout the eastern section 
of the country. An Englishman named 
Captain Moore, assisted by a Mr. Coitre, 
were at work on the hill, opposite the 
ranch honse, and bad found good mineral 
thongh they bad not succeeded in lo­ 
cating a well-defined ledge. The speci­ 
mens they sent in to the asaayer’s ofik-e 
showed indications of tin ana zinc, and 
proved to contain about 14 per cent, of 
I he former article, which Is, however, 
not worth working, as 35 per cent, of tin 
must be obtained ere any profits can be 
made. 
Several of the rodeo» corroborated Mr. 
Pogeon’s remarks, so it was evident that 
"the great discovery" was as usual very 
much exaggerated, and the scribe retired 
to a cooiíóiíiblé 
that bad beep 
prepared for him by Sr. Del Yalfe, ¡até* 
man of the ranch, and decided to pursue 
his quest for the treasure-fields no fur­ 
ther. The next day was passed amid tbe 
pleasant dales and verdant hills of the 
Liebre and Tejón Ranchos, and here tbe 
scribe discovered 'that a party of pros­ 
pectors was encamped about eight miles 
west of Gorman’s tUtion. Two holes are 
down about eighty feet, and some very 
good ore has been turned oat, yieldine. 
it is said, about $40 to the ton. .Several 
other prospecto have been made in the 
same vicinity, and those interested ap­ 
pear to be very sanguine about their 
discoveries. Prospecting, however, has 
been going on for a number of years 
in these mountains, and lower down 
the country there are Heveral thriving 
mining camps in existence, the most 
prominent being on tbe Mutab ranch, 
the upper Pirn cafion, Castaea cafion, 
San Fraocieqaito, Joe Dye creek, Alamo 
Mountain and the Cnyamas. The Cae- 
taea cafion is probably the richest of 
these fields and a number of miners have 
poured into these dnring the past few 
months. The Honda U)draulic Mining 
Company has purchased a section 
of

having a canal 
cat from Eliza­ 
beth Lake to Clmrley’s Cafion, • 
distance of about thirteen miles, so aa to 
the better expedite their work. The 
placer claims in that vicinity are said to 
be very rich, and it is reported that tbe 
wash is turning out $4 or $5 worth of gold 
per man per day. Kxjiertaand cid minera 
are not inclined, however, to grow very 
excited over thia place, as its location 
has been known for many years, in fact 
General Beale says that claims were be­ 
ing worked there before the Sutter Creek 
discovery by Marshall in ’48.

session every day under the provisions 
of th e proposed new charter. 
Carried. 
On motion of Mr. Mac-key, th at part of 
Section 15, m aking three m em bers of 
th e Council a quorum , w as changed so as 
to read "tw o thirds cf the whole Council 
sh a ll 
m ak e a quorum ,” also, th at it 
sh a ll require the Bame proportion to pass 
a n ordinance or vote money. 
M r. Robinson stated th at he had re­ 
ceived an anonymous communication ad­ 
dressed to the Board, but he did not 
think it was right to present it. There 
was an idea in it, however, worth con­ 
sideration, which was the annexation of 
contiguous territory, which bo thought 
ought to tie referred to a com m itteof ono, 
and would nam e General Mansfield as 
th e com m ittee to seo if it would be advis­ 
able to mako a provision therefore in the 
new charter. Carried. 
Major Honebrake suggested th at where 
new tracts were laid out and streets dedi­ 
cated to tlie city they should bo laid out 
under the supervision of the City Sur­ 
veyor. and that the Council be not com- 
pellea to accept these atreets until this su 
done. He asked that this also be referred 
to General Manslield. 
General Mans­ 
field said he would make arenort on both 
r 


iropositions if the Board so desired him, 
•ut he was decidedly opposed to the 
idea of allowing some person to cut up 
new tracts of land, lay out streets, and 
by dedicating them to the city, compel 
th e city to keep them in order. The 
m atter was then referred to General 
Manslield and T. B. Brown qb a special 
committee.

enough for Los Angeles. He would move 
that the num ber " 5 ” be changed to "2 ,” 
and no power be given the Ctty Council 
to increase the num ber. Messrs. Brown 
and Mackey were heartily in accord with 
this idea und the motion therefore carried 
unanimously. 
Those sections relating to the requiring 
of proper exits from public halls and build­ 
ings, the power of the Council to declare 
what constitutes a nuisance, to mako ar­ 
rangem ents for the care and custody of 
prisoners, and to regulate the keeping of 
gunpowder ami combustibles were read 
and adopted. 
W hen Section 28, in reference to sur­ 
veying streets and establishing street 
lines was read. Mr. Mackey stated that 
he objected m ost strenuously to any pro­ 
vision in the new charter which would 
compel a man who owned a email niece 
of property to change the grade of his 
place to conform with the grade as laid 
down by the City Surveyor. 
He thought 
such a section was altogether too arbi­ 
trary. 
He was told, however, that this 
section would not compel a m an to open 
a street through his property without 
com pensation, and that this had been 
fully provided for in other sections. 
Maj >r Bonebrake said there was likely 
to lie considerable trouble in certain por­ 
tions of (he city, where tracts of land had 
keen sold under c ntract to other parties 
who had cut them up and had them sur­ 
veyed and laid out in streets. 
Now some 
of the contracts had not been fulfilled 
and th e tracts had reverted back to the 
original owners, who were no parties to 
the surveying or laying out of streets, and 
who m ight possibly refuse to carry out 
the surveys, to the detrim ent of parties 
who had purchased from the m an who 
iiad laid out the tract. 
He wanted to 
iiave soruo provision made by which 
these original ownois would be compelled 
to carry out the surveys made and com­ 
plete what Btreets were laid out. 
This subject being also provided for in 
another section, by which it is m ade im- 
jwrativo upon persons who record maps 
showing streets to have the permission of 
th e original owners, unless he has be­ 
come th e sole owner, the section was al- 
iowe 1 to pass without alteration. 
No further chauge was m a le in Sec­ 
tions 29 and 30. 
Dr. 
Kuhrts asked 
whether a clause could not be inserted in 
Sdcifon 31, prohibiting the Electric Light 
Coaipauie* from putting wires on private 
property. He was informed by General 
M ansfield th at the city had no power to 
do so, and the section in the main re- 
m am s unaltered. 
General Mansfield heartily endorsed 


insertad after "sweeping” with regard 
to the streetl. 
Dr. K uhrts moved to strike <u 
the 
wards •‘autom atic warning signals” in 
8 tction 34 relating to dangor signals on 
railroad crossings, on the ground that 
no one paid any attention to thém and a 
number of accident-* bad already te rn the 
result of trials with the machines. 
Mr. Mackey thought th at the railway 
companies ought to nlace viaducts over 
or under all railroad crossings, as the 
latter were abominable nuisanceB. 
He 
added that one hum an life saved was 
worth all the cost of viaducts, etc. 
Mr. Kstudillo was averse to antagoniz­ 
ing the railway neonle, and suggested 
that the Council should order any neces­ 
sary stringent methods without insertion 
in the charter, and G eneial Mansfield 
entirely agreed with him . 
Mr. Mackey suggested th e erasion of 
the words "autom atic warning signals” 
and putting in the words "or viaducts.” 
Major Bonebrake did not wish any 
monkeying around” with railroads on 
the p art'of the C ouncil; and thought it 
nonsensical to put them to the expense of 
several hundred thousands of dollars to 
gratify a whim. 
Mr. Mackey replied th at the tendency 
of the Council was too friendly rather 
than otherwise to the railroads and there 
was no danger of doing them much 
harm. 
The motion to alter the section so as to 
read, "T he Council shall by ordinance re­ 
quire railroad com panies to either sta­ 
tion a flagman, or place gates or via­ 
ducts, or other safety Bignals a t all street 
crossings whore 
Council 
m ay deem 
necessary,” was lost. 
Mr. Day gave notice th at he would 
move to bring the m atter up for reconsid­ 
eration at the next meeting. 
Section 35, prohibiting the m aklng-up 
of railroad trains in the streets, was 
adopted as read. 
Mr. Day moved to insert a clause in 
section 3fl, compelling the removal of 
garbage ai night onlv. 
This was seconded warmly by General 
Mansfield, who considered the removal 
of garbage by day an intolerable nuis­ 
ance. 
On the suggestion of Dr. K nhrts, Mr. 
Day am ended his motion to read "th at 
the garbage be removed at such hours 
as would be best for the public good, in 
order to provide for the residence port- 
tion of the city, w here it would be al­ 
most impossible to remove it at night.’1 
Carried. 
The Board here adjourned 
until next Friday.

On Monday last a H erald reporter 
▼Uited La Liebre ranch and personally 
inspected the work th at has been done on 
th e W ilbur-Panlsell road. 
After leaving 
Rogers on the Atlantic and Pacific road, 
th e line rnna over a level plain to the 
buttes which bound the northwestern 
part of Antelope valley. 
H ere, a turn is 
m ade round th e hills south of the sinks 
of Cottonwood creek and one mile south 
of 
Willow 
Springs, 
and 
the 
road 
then 
runs 
along 
the 
val- 
loy 
hugging 
th e 
foothills 
closely 
all the way. It reaches the Liebre ranch 
about Pescado and following th e trend of 
th e m ountains swings into th e Alamo 
and Castac ranches and then down the 
Tejon Canon. 
Opposite the Fort it takes 
the m ountain aide and skirting the big 
hills goes past th e old reservation house 
and then directly to Bakersfield. From 
th at point the road runs west of and al­ 
m ost parallel with the Southern Pacific’s 
track to its northern term inus—a point 
not yet determ ined. 
Between Roagers 
and Bakersfield the grade is a rem ark­ 
ably easy one and in no place will more 
th an a ten foot cut have to be made. 
Twenty m des of prelim inary grading 
have been done between 
Bakersfield 
and F o it Tejon, b at over th e Liebre 
ranch and on to Rogers, 
no d irt lias 
been turned except for the surveyor’s 
stakes, which are set in all along the 
right of way. T he district traversed by 
-the new road in Southern California is a 
rem arkably fertile one, and though but 
sparsely populated, there is no doubt but 
th at it will be teeming witb 'tow ns and 
flourishing ham lets in the course of a 
short tim e after the rails are laid. It 
will be of incalculable benefit to Antelope 
valley, as it will open up to traffic and 
enhance in value thousands of acres 
which have practically little value now, 
owing to their disadvantageous position 
as regards railroad transportation, and it 
will also place in direct m arket commu­ 
nication a richly tim bered and stock 
country. 
Everything, however, appears to be in 
abeyance at present for no work is being 
done anyw here along the road, though 
this quietude will evidently shortly be 
dispelled for th e re Dorter ascertained 
th at Messrs. G rant Bros., the railroad 
contractors, are m aking arrangem ents 
for feed for 500 horses at Bakersfield, and 
it is believed th at this is in connection 
with 
commencing operations at that 
point. 
W est of Fresno about seventy 
m iles of grading has been done In the 
direction of Tracy, which point was first 
given o at as th e northern term inus of the 
road. The plans, however have been 
changed

Berlin, June 20.—The Reichstag open­ 
ed yeetorday with great pomp and bril­ 
liancy. After divine service in the Court 
Chapel th e Em peror was escorted, w ith 
great ceremony, to the white hall of th e 
old castle, where he declared tho session 
open. Throughout his speech the E m ­ 
peror dwelt upon Germ any’s pacific dis­ 
position. 
H e said his policy aim s solely 
to ward off attack, not to acquire m ilitary 
glory. The Flmpire, he declared, desires 
peace with all nations. Tho Em peror 
said farther: 
Germ any will adhere to h er alliance 
with Austria, which public opinion sup­ 
ports as th e basis of European equilib­ 
rium and th e inheritance of Germ an his­ 
tory. The sam e relations and national 
needs unite Germ any and Italy. 
These 
relations will perm it a careful cultivation 
of the Em peror’s personal friendship of 
the Czar. 
The maintenance of 
th e 
pacific relations with Russia, 
which- 
have existed for a century, 
are 
in 
consonance 
w ith 
the 
Em peror’s 
feelings 
and 
Germ any’s 
interests. 
I hope it m ay be possible to arrive at 
an equalization of unhealthy social con­ 
troversies, and I cherish confidence in 
the belief th at for the care of otir do­ 
m estic welfare I shall have clear sight 
and th e support of all true friends of th e 
Em pire and of all governments, w ithout 
divisions or party differences. 
I also 
hold rnyBelf bound to support our nation­ 
al and social development w ithin the 
paths of legality, and sternly to oppoee 
all efforts, th e aim and tendency of 
which 
shall 
be to underm ine public 
order. 
In foreign politics I am resolved 
to m aintain peace with every one as far 
as 
it 
lies in m y power. ’ My love 
for Germ any, and m y position would 
never induce me to endanger the country 
and the benefits of peace, unless th e ne­ 
cessity for war is forced on us by a hos­ 
tile attem pt on Ua* Em pire, or one of its 
allies. 
Oar arm y will assure us peace, 
or if peace be broken it will enable as to 
fight for it with honor. T hat, with G od’s 
help, it will be possible for it to do, by 
reason of th e arm y laws you recently 
voted) 
To employ this strength 
for 
offensive wars is far from m y heart. 
Germ any needs neither new m ilitary re­ 
nown nor any conquest, since she has 
finally won for herself, by fighting, the 
right to exist as a unit and independent 
nation.”

As the E m peror’s speech was an un- 
controvcrsive address, in reply there will 
be a colorless session, and it will close 
soon as th e address has been adopted.

Mackenzie at th e Hague, in which the 
Doctor adm itted having concealed his 
knowledge oí the cancerous nature of the 
Em peror’s m alady, to prevent a regency, 
says: 
"T he statem ent that Em peror 
Frederick or his consort, in their own in­ 
terests desired to rule, even for a short 
tim e, is not true. 
Em peror Frederick, 
who had the highest sense of imperial 
dignity, and of duties imposed on him 
by them , would not have assum ed the 
governm ent of the country If he were 
proved affected incurably with cancer. 
TIIE EMPEROR’S ADDRESS ANSWERED. 
Prince Bism arck and m any m em bers 
of th e Federal Council were present in 
the Reichstag at the opening of to-day’a 
session. The President read an address 
in reply to the Bpeech from th e throne. It 
cordially approved the Em peror’s decla­ 
rations, thanked him for his unself­ 
ish devotion to the commonwealth and 
expressed confidence th at under Em peror 
W illiam II. and the federal governm ent, 
the peace th at has firmly united the 
Germ an people will not be disturbed. 
Tho address was adopted unanim ously 
and the president instructed to present ft 
to the Em peror. 
A message was then 
read, closing th e session of the Reich­ 
stag. 
Three cheers were given for th e 
Em peror before the m em bers dispersed. 
FOREIGN PRESS ON WILLIAM'S SPEECH. 
P aris, Jan e 20.—The various Parte 
ournals regard the speech as pacific, bnt 
liey all dwell npon the passage in the 
aiwech respecting Germ any’s relations 
with Russia, and refer to tho absence of 
any m ention of France. 
V ie n n a , June 20.—The Freundenblatt 
says: 
"T he ceremony attending th e 
opening of the Germ an Reichstag was of 
historical significance. 
All doubt con­ 
cerning the Austro-German alliance is 
now set a t rest.” 
S t . P e t e r s b u r g , June 2(3.— The Novoe 
Vremya, commenting on Em peror Wil­ 
liam ’s speech, says: “ I t is an evident 
protest against the charge of bellicoee 
endencies th at h as been m ade against 
the Em peror, and shows a desire to 
m aintain the best relatione with Russia. 
We believe it possible upon this basis to 
arrive at results very favorable to R us­ 
sia, 
without Russia surrendering th e 
freedom of action or policy she has 
hitherto pursued.”

General Collins, of M assachusetts, de­ 
livered the formal address of notification 
The President in reply Said: 
CLEVELAND'S SFBKCII OF ACCEPTANCE. 
I cannot hut be profoundly impressed 
w hen I see about me the messengers of 
the National Democracy, l*earing its sum ­ 
mons to duty. 
The political party to 
w hich I owe allegiance, both honors and 
com m ands mo. 
It places in m y hand its 
proud standard and bids m e l>ear it high 
at th e front in the battle which it wages 
bravely because conscious of right, and 
confidently because its trust is iu the 
people, and soberly because it compre­ 
hends the obligations which success im ­ 
poses. The message which you bring 
aw akens within me the liveliest sonse o 
personal gratitude and satisfaction ; and 
the honor which you tender me is iu 
itself so great, there m ight well be no 
room for any other sentim ent; and yet 
I cannot rid myself of gravo and serious 
thoughts when I rem em ber that party 
supremacy is not alone involved in the 
conflict which presses upon u s ; but that 
we struggle to Becure cherished institu­ 
tions and the welfare and happiness of a 
Nation of free m en. 
Fam iliarity with 
THE GRKAT OFFICE 
W hich I hold has but added to m y ap­ 
preciation of its sacred character anil the 
consecration dem anded of him who as­ 
sum es its immense responsibilities. It íb 
the repository of the people’s will, and 
the power within its vision should be the 
protection and welfare of th e hum blest 
citizens, and with a quick ear I should 
catch from the remotest corner of the 
land the plea of th e people for justice and 
right. For the sake of the people, he who 
holds this office of theirs, should resist 
every encroachm ent upon its legitimate 
functions; and for the sake of the integri­ 
ty and usefulness of th e office it should 
he kept near to the people, and be ad­ 
m inistered in full sym pathy with their 
w auts and needs. Ib is occasion reminds 
m e most vividly of when, four years ago, 
I received a message from m y party sim ­ 
ilar to that which you now deliver. W ith 
all th at has passed since th at day I can 
truly say the feeling of awe with which I 
heard the sum mons then, is intensified 
ten-fold when repeated now. 


FOUR YEARS AGO 
I knew our chief executive office if not 
carefully guarded, m ight drift little bi 
little away from the people to whom L 
belonged, and become a perversion of all 
it ought to be, but I d idu't know how 
m uch its moorings had already l>een 
loosened.

over a large proportion of the States east 
of the great rivers. 
His mission to the 
lanas of Hyperborean frosts and of terri­ 
ble cyclones is a missionary one. 
He 
proposes to tell those dwellers in the 
lands of the East, of misery and discom­ 
fort, of the paradise which stretches for 
1,000 miles along th e Pacific seas. 
Yesterday a H e r a l d m an m et the 
genial Colonol who is to preach climate 
to th e dwellers in these Arctic rigors and 
Borean blasts.

The reporter asked Mr. IM Iabird what 
he considered too high a price to pay for 
land in this section. 
“ W ell,” replied the former, “ mesa 
land devoid of water for irrigation is not 
worth more than $50 an acre. 
I mean 
such as is available for nothing bettor 
than dry farming. The poorest qual­ 
ities, far from railroads, should be sold 
as low as $10.” 
The reporter ventured the suggestion 
that dam p lands and irrigable parcels 
were worth $200 to $500 an acre in a raw 
state. 
. 
Mr. Hollabird Baid: 
“ Such lands are worth m ore. I do not 
know of any good lands with plenty of 
water for sale for $200; and 1 know your 
highest figure is a conservative one.” 
The reporter told him he knew of ex­ 
cellent land with abundance of water 
close to a jpxxl town, railroads, etc., for 
$200. This fact caused a wider sm ile to 
suffnie the genial phiz of the boomer, 
who said ho would m ake a note of the 
fact, and make that one of the bases of 
all his advertising of the semi-tropics.

A WASTE OF WATERS. 


Terrible D eititation and Suffering. 
Leon Subm erged—Great 
Low of Life. 


:Associated Presa Dispatcher to the H e r a ld.)

Louis, June 26.—A special from 
the City of Mexico sa y s : 
Telegraphic com m unication, which had 
)>een interrupted for several days by 
floods, has been restored. Particulars of 
terrible disasters on the line of the Mexi- 
an Central Railroad, particularly at 
Leon and Silao, have been obtained. 
During th e past ten days the table lands 
between here and Zxtecaa have been 
isited by unprecedented rains. 
Every 
mountain rivulet along the Central R ail­ 
way for more than two*hnndred m iles 
has been converted into a destructive 
torrent, and the valleys present the ap­ 
pearance of lakes. 
Many cities and 
towns have been inundated, and Leon 
and Silao have been partially destroyed. 
THE FLOOD AT SILAO. 
The first intim ation received in this 
city of th e disaster in th e N orth, was a 
telegram from Silao dated the 18th Inst. 
It said : 
“ It commenced raining heavily 
here yesterday afternoon and con tinned 
all night, raising I lie Silao river out of its 
banks, breaking at th e north end of the 
town and panning through th e streets 
with irresistible force. 
Most of the 
houses here, being of adobe, as soon as 
they were saturated with water, began to 
fall. 
About twenty-five houses have 
been destroyed. The station building is 
occupied by homeless people unable to 
obtain anything to eat except water­ 
melons and fruit floating in the water. 
The rain lias been general and the whole 
country around Silao is flooded, several 
dykes giving way. 
It still continues 
raining. 
DISASTERB AT LEON. 
On th e 20th it was learned that the 
floods have been more destructivo in 
Leon than Silao. On Monday, th e 18th, 
the river broke over the dykes, notwith­ 
standing all efforts to check it. 
It made 
rapid headway and finally flooded the 
city. 
As the rain fell the river roso rai>- 
idly, flowing into th e town, gradually 
wearing away the foundations of build­ 
ings, which commenced to fall as night 
cniue on. 
Monday night brought to th at 
city one of the most terrible scenes ever 
witnesued in any country. 
The people 
l>elieving them selves Becure went to bed 
in those narte of town where the water 
had not found its way. The steady down­ 
fall of rain, with th e extensive water- 
bed

channel, until over half of Leon was 
under water. 
Houses tum bled in rap ­ 
idly, having been worn away by the 
water, and a loss of life commenced u n ­ 
paralleled in the bistory of any of the 
great inundations of m odern times, and 
as the buildings fell lhe unfortunate 
sleepers were either crashed to death or 
drowned. 
A NIGHT OF TERROR. 
Men, women and children tied to th e 
streets in their night clothes, some to 
find shelter on higher ground, others to 
he swept away by th e floods. On T ues­ 
day morning the rain was still falling; 
there had been no perceptible- decrease 
in the stream of water. 
A m am m oth 
lake extended 
to all points of 
the 
compass, 
its monotonous ap}>earance 
occasionally broken by half submerged 
houses, and highlands cropping above its 
surface. Where houses had stood th e 
night previous, the water was Burging, 
and groups of people, who had been 
forced by the im pending danger to seek 
flight without clothes, were standing 
about in the rain, crying and deploring 
their losses. All th e ^houses which the 
flood had left intact were oponod to the 
unfortunates, who were provided with 
everything available. Tho loss of life up 
to this waiting has reached into the hun­ 
dreds, but the threatening danger had 
closed the channel of sorrow, and the 
hushed voices denoted nothing inore 
than 


FEAR FOB TIIE FUTURE. 
All night it Donrod, until Wednesday 
morning saw the lake surrounding tlie 
city undim inished in size, with a steady 
rain disturbing its surface. 
In the after­ 
noon, however, it ceased raining and the 
waters commenced to recede; the i>eo- 
ple recovered from their fright, though 
the water was still covering a portion of 
the c:ty. It is estim ated that 700 persons 
perished. 
There is a strong stench from 
the heaps of rubbish th at once formed 
habitations, and one is led to believo 
there m ust he bodies buried under them . 
There are also bodies still floating in the 
water. 
One hundred and eleven bodies 
have been recovered without moving any 
of the ruins of the houses, wherein are 
supposed to bo hundreds of bodies. The 
destroyed houses are ostimated at two 
thousand, and the loss at $2,000,000. 
Many other towns have been badly dam ­ 
aged, h at loss of life is only reported from 
Silao and Leon. The Mexican Central

severely. 
Several 
washouts occurred between Aguas Cali­ 
entes and I^eon, b at they have now l»een 
repaired and trains running from El Paso 
as far south as Leon to Ara Fuato, thirty 
miles. 
All available workmen are em ­ 
ployed at repairing. 
The 8tate of Guana­ 
juato and the Federal Government are 
doing m uch to succor the victims of the 
floods. 
Money, food and clothing are be­ 
ing sent from h ire. 
HEARTRENDING REPORTS. 
The last reports from Leon are heart­ 
rending. Tho whole population is work- 
ii'g on tho ruins of the fallen houses. 
Nearly everybody lost relalions or friends, 
and those who have not have seen their 
earthly possessions disapitear in 
the 
night. 
The estim ates of the loss of life 
and property given are the sm allest re­ 
ported, and are certainly within the 
bounds of truth. 
The very last state­ 
m ent just received places the num ber of 
houses destroyed in Leon at 2,224, and 
homeless families at more than a thous­ 
and. 
More than two hundred and fifty 
bodies have been found in the ruins. 
There is no probability th at the entire, 
nam ber will fall short of seven hundred 
ANOTHER ACCOUNT, 
A dispatch from El Paso, Texas, s a y s: 
Information received from Ihe flooded 
district of Mexico sa y s 1,500 lives were 
lost by the inundation. 
One thousand 
bodies have been recovered. 
Leon is a 
city of 10,000 inhabitants, and a large 
part of it is in rains. Tho Mexican Col­ 
lector of Customs at Paso del Norte has 
received an official dispatch stating that 
100 miles of the Mexican Central R ail­ 
way is impassable. 
Il will be ten days 
before m ails can get through and twenty 
days before freight can be moved.
